Now that there has been unconditional surrender in Germany, it is important 
that the Commission bring its records on Post-War projects by municipalities 
up to date. Will you please fill out the enclosed brief questionnaire and 
return one copy to this office not later than July 2, 1945. 


In order that you may know of the progress which has been made to date, there 
is attached a summary of the reports received from 186 municipalities. 


May we take this occasion to say again that so far as municipal programs are 
concerned, the selection and design of local projects rests entirely with the 
individual community, but the progress information you file with this Commis- 
sion will help to coordinate State and local projects. 


Our Municipal Consultant, Mr. Clarence W. Hayden, reports to us that practic- 
ally every community in the State is working to develop an effective, worth- 
while local public works program, We are sure that Massachusetts can be proud 
of the manner in which it is preparing this program to bridge the gap between 
wartime and peacetime production. Your up to date report is needed to help us 
demonstrate this fact. Please let us have a report covering the projects that 
are ready or in process, even though you may have other projects which are not 
so far advanced. 


For your information, Title V of the War Mobilization and Reconversion Act of 
1944 authorizes the Federal Works Agency to advance approximately $450,000. to 
the municipalities of the Commonwealth for the preparation of plans and speci- 
fications for public works projects. Applications for such advances may be 
made to Division Enginser, Bureau of Community Facilities, Federal Works 
Agency, 101 Park Avenue, New York 17, N. Y. =

From interviews with the managers of the departments of the Deerfoot 
Company: the manger of the meat devartment not reporting:and owners of the 
larger farms of Southboro it has been estimated that;exclusive of domestic 
help;the above employers,in agsregate,will be able to employ only from 14 
to 20 persons more than they are employing at present. The number employed 
By the above employers at present is;extlusive of the Deerfoot meat departe 
ments about 95.
